Tulsa Aviator Arrives Too 
Late to See Brother 
in Lima, Ohio. 


(By the Associated Press) 
LIMA, Ohio, July 29.— Michael 
Spellacy of Tulsa, Oklahoma, lost 
his trans-continental race with death 
when his aeroplane arrived too late 
for him to see his brother, Timothy 
Spellacy, aged 63, of Los Angleses. 
Fifteen minutes after he received 
the message that the death of Tim­ 
othy was imminent, Michael Spellacy 
was in his aeroplane and the race 
was begun. 
It was late yesterday 
before he reached Lima. 
Timothy Spellacy was a native 
of Conneaut, Pennsylvania. He lo­ 
cated in St. Marys, Ohio, when a 
young man and was a pioneer in the 
local oil field and one of the origi­ 
nal owners of the Ohio Oil Co. 
In later years he was identified 
with the development of the Texas 
and Mexican oil fields. 
He was 
widely known in politics in Cali­ 
fornia and was at one time a can 
didate for lieutenant governor of 
the state. He also served as chair­ 
man of the democratic executive 
committee of California. 
The body will be taken to Los 
Angeles Monday for burial.
